No. 4, Writing-tables, 1604; No. 11, Hiftory of 
Patient Griflell ; No. 1 2, the Sack-full of Newes ; 
No. 24, Willobie's Avifa, 1635; Nos. 28 and 8, 
two editions of the profe Dr. Fauftus, the firft of 
great curiofity ; No. 3 1 , Do&or Merriman, 1 6 1 8 ; 
No. 34, Ford's Honor Triumphant, 1606; No. 35, 
Booke of Merry Riddles, 1660; No. 59, London's 
Vacation, 1637; ^° # ^4> Tichburn's Londons 
Triumph, 1656 ; &c. The Sack-full of Newes is 
believed to be an unique, late, and the only known 
edition of the jeft-book mentioned by Laneham. It 
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is unknown to all the collectors of jeft-books. 
Amongft other great rarities, all but unique, note 
Pafquil's Jefts, 1 604 ; Tale of Robin Hood, 1 63 1 ; 
Nafh's Firft Part of Pafquils Apologie, 1590; 
Johnfon's Looke on me London, 1 6 1 3 ; Peek's 
Honour of the Garter, 1593 ; Churchyard's Fortu- 
nate Farewell, 1599; Peacham's Prince Henrie Re- 
vived, 1615; and Greene's Newes from Heaven 
and Hell, 1593. 

All the books named are perfect, with one excep- 
tion, No. 55, an unknown jeft-book, admitted into 
the collection, though wanting two leaves, on ac- 
count of its extraordinary curiofity.
